No change will be 
made in tnb Regulation concerning 
cuts for this .semester. ^ 

At the Hame time the # pollcy of Col- 
umbian College was liberalized so that 
jtuflents. \yho have knowledge .equiva- 
lent to that cjjntiflned In courses In 
the College may apply for, and receive 
fexanvi nations at stated times In thofce 
courses without attending classes, 
though no academic credit will be al- 
lowed in such .cases. Thus students 
mny pass examinations In elementary 
subjects, and while receiving no credit 
for them, may take advanced work 
for which the more elementary work 
may be a prerequisite. 

Under the plan which goes into 
effect for the school year 19 29-30, 
the student In held responsible to the 
Instructor In charge for all of the 
work of a course In which ho Is reg- 
istered. and all absences must he ex- 
cused before provision will be made 
for hinj to make up the work missed. 

\yitb^the exceptions noted below, 
occasional absences, not to exceed In 
number for -mvrh semester the semes- 
ter hours of. 4 redlt for the semester, 
wJM he automatically excuse d. 
(Whe^e X course bus distinct divi- 
sions, such as lectures, lahoratofles, 
recitations^ and other divisions, these 
excuses apply prorata to such sep- 
arate divisions.) In applying this 
rule, absences adjacent to holiday 
periods are to he counted double. 

Honor StudcntN Free 
Such automatic excuses are in- 
tended to cover the occasional minor 
exigencies, and not to constitute an 
indiscriminate privilege. Students 
on probation are . allowed no auto- 
mafic excuses, while students on the 
honar rolj, arc left upon their own re- 
sponsibility.

WE GET OUR CUTS 

Beginning next fall students will be allowed occasional ab- 
sences not to exceed the number of semester hours which thqy 
are carrying, with the exception that students on probation 
are allowed no cuts; and students on the honpr toll fere" itnrest'rieted 
on the- matter. Cuts in excess' of this number provided can be, 
-excused only by the Dean of Columbian College! upon written 
application of the student. 

Tliis is a liberal ruling and one that will find full student 
approval. A cut a semester hour allows a leeway for unusual 
circumstances which require an occasional absence. Honor stu- 
dents are rewarded by being given free rein so long as. their 
absences are not consecutive or are not taken when an examination 
is scheduled. Abuse Of the cutting privilege is -prevented by-limit- 
ing the number to the same total as semester hours, and by re- 
quiring written application for excuses beyond that number. Ab- 
sences before and after holidays are penalized by being counted 
double. All students on probation are required to attend all classes 
The Hatchet welcomes the change, and on behalf of the stu- 
dents, thanks the faculty of Columbian College for its ruling.

ticipation in the several student clubs 
and organization's partially subsidized 
by the University. « 

Instead, such activities arb cared 
for this year directly troip the gen- 
eral University budget, a step which 
mukes student activities a definite 
and integral part of the University, 
rather than an outside enterprise 
functioning as a Bipartite unit, on a 
fund o 1 its own. 

Under the present plan, the Uni- 
versity ffce charged fk made dfa the 
assumption -that every student in the 
unlversRy lsTap equal partner in its 
existence, regardless of the number 
of semester hours which he may hap- 
pen to be carrying. The funds de- 
rived from this fee go automatically 
into the general University treasury. 
Such* a , policy is prevalent at large 
universities throughout the country, 
according to the administration, with 
the only difference being that the
